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Response to Arguments 



1. Applicant's arguments filed 17 July 2006 have been fiilly considered, but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the motivation to combine the teachings of Freeburg and 
Lindskog references comes, not from the references themselves or the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art, but rather from the teaching of the Applicant's 
disclosure. Freeburg describes an architecture for signal communication and information processing 
within a voice and packet communication system in which radios at a base station use different 
protocols / standards. For example, the radios of Figure 6, 528 and 530, use different protocols from 
each other which provides the advantage of using a common communication node which is capable 
of supporting a variety of different radio-types, i.e. a plurality of different communication systems. 
Lindskog provides a new method of optimizing performance when wide beam and narrow beam 
antennas are used in combination at a base station and states in Column 1, Line 36-39 that "a typical 
remedy for dealing with increasing traffic in cellular networks is to introduce narrow beam antennas 
in base-stations having omni-directional antennas thereby splitting the cell in sectors." This quote 
indicates that base stations have omni-directional and directional antennas and implementing the 
teaching of Freeburg into one of these systems would provide the claimed invention of Applicant. 
Both Freeburg and Lindskog teach implementation at a base station of a wireless communication 
system and each have separate advantages that do not interfere with each other when the teaching is 
combined and thus the Examiner disagrees with Applicant regarding lack of motivation to combine. 
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
